There ‘was no room on board for 
the nonessentials. This was no luxury 
cruise which allowed each passenger 
unlimited baggage. The astronauts 
must be selective in the. items they 
carried. While they must leave behind 
many things that contribute to com- 
fort and convenience, they carried 
the Bible. My point is-this: they took 
the Bible along by choice and not by 
routine ritual. It was something they 
deemed so important that they. want- 
ed it. aldng on this great adventure. 

We would do well to follow the 
example of the three wise men from 
the West. Destiny in. space is not 
nearly so crucial as destiny in life.

month of December dropped 16. per’ 
cent, causing the Southern Baptist - 
Convention to end the year 1968 short 

of its budget goal of $26.7 milfion by 

$722,530, an -end-of-the-year financial 

summary here indicated. 

The shortage prevented the conven- 
tion, for the first time since 1962, 
from distributing all of the allocated 
funds for capital needs (building con- 


* struction), but the SBC met and sur- 


passed ‘operating fund needs for the 
year. 
Total uel missions contributions, 


including both the Cooperative Pro- 


gram unified budget and special off- 
erings to specific designated causes, 
totaled $47,330,356, an increase of 4.91 
per cent or $2,216,258 over 1967 total 
world missions gifts. 

Cooperative . Program ‘gifts were 
$25,977,469. Although this was: $722,530 


, short: of the $26.7 million goal, it was 


$807,665 more than was given through 


the Cooperative Program in 1967, an 


increase of 3.21 per cent. 


“The 3.21 per cent increase in Co- . 


operative Program giving for South- 
ern Baptist Convention causes in 1968 


‘- will bring gratitude to the heart of 


each. missionary . at home and 
abroad,” said Porter- W. Routh of 
Nashville,-executive secretary of the 
SBC Executive Committee. which -dis- 
tributes the funds to the SBC agen- 
cies. ‘It will also encourage faculty 
and students alikg in the seminaries.”

missionary Herbert Caudill, 65, appar- 
ently has been freed from house ar- 
rest in Havana, Cuba, and will be al- 
lowed to return to the United States. 

Word of Caudill’s release came from 
Donald Fite of Atlanta, twin brother 
of missionary David Fite, Caudill's 
son-in-law, whose release from a Cub- 
an prison was announced shortly be- 
fore Christmas. 


“We don’t know what is happening 
or why,” said L. D. Wood of the 
Southern Baptist Home Mission Board 
here. ‘‘We are just grateful that they 
both are free.” 


Wood, aftér communication with 
Donald Fite here, said it appeared both 
Fite and Caudill — and their fami- 
lies — would be allowed to leave Cuba 
in February if transportation can be 
arranged. 


Caudill and Fite were both arrested 
on April 8, 1965 and subsequently con- 
victed of iNegal currency exchange: 
Caudill was sentenced to 10 years, 
Fite to six.
